It is highly probablo that, in oonso« 
quonca ot the larueiitablo accident which 
Las befallen His Excellency the- Gover- 
nor, the Legislative Council will not bo 
called together before the beginning of 
the year. Tliia delay in convening the 
JjegiMlaturo n Cords uo good reason, 
howevor, for inaction on the part of ihe 
people, 'f bey liavo n great work to do, 
and tiiero will not bo a day too nanny 
in which to do it. lndi'Oil, the import., 
anl work of deciding upon the t'ernip 
wliich ii m»y be thought desirable to 
ask upon outeiing the Domini u ounnot, 
with any degree of satVty, bo longer 
postponed. The people of Victoria, 
OOtiHtitUtiiiK as they do, the large-t and 
must orgau'zod oo in muni y, aru natur- 
ally i.X)CCted to take the lead. This 
community slioul I, tboreloro, set about 
tho woik :it once, uni adopt a broad 
colonial progiammo upon which all, hi 
whatever section, can readily and heart- 
ily unite, li woul 1, indeed, uppear to 
bo unnecessary Tor uh to. point oul wliut 
ooght to comprise tho principal features 
ot such a programme, seeing they have 
been constantly kept before tho public 
during tho many weeks ; yet a baro 
enumeration of them may not bo out of 
place: Responsible- Government; the 
ear'y construction of an overland rail- 
way; a liboral subsidy for an oooan 
mail service, and lor tin improvoa iuland 
mail service ; a liberal subsidy for the 
support of tho Prcvincial Government; 
power to tho Provincial Logiblature to 
establish a Freo Port ; tho largest repre- 
sentation in the Federal Cabinet and 
Parliament that may be compatible 
with tho gouoral interests of the Do* 
miuion, aud with justice to tho differeut 
parts thereof. Such may bo regarded 
as consiitutin;' the ohief articles of tho 
political faitt> ; tho ooiouists ; aud 
sorely thoy a. of sufficient importance 
to command the attention ot all. 
Hitherto this community has been 
chiefly remarkable for the i.baence ot 
unanimity. Politically it hub been divid- 
ed, banned up into so many parts as to 
be likened unto the fabled bundle ol 
sticks. Whatever difference of opinion 
mav have existed or may still exist as 
to the desirability of Confederation, con- 
sidered in the absiraot, all have now 
c mo to i egard it as inevitable ; and all 
have a common interest iu securing for 
the Colony tho best terms that, cuu be 
had. .Lot ibis common interest binU 
firmly togtiher thu bundle of sticks, 
and thus attain a strength, a power ot 
resistance which will net at defiance < 
an} and eveiy attempt to thrust Con- 
federation upon us, unless accompauied 
by such terms as will render the ehangu 
accoptible and beneficial. We only re- 
peat what hue hoeu many times 
atated in these oolumus when we us- 
Bsrt that n large majority of Ihe colo- 
nises aro iu favor ot Confederation, 
provided it can be obtained upon lair 
aud beneficial terms; aud that there are 
■very few indeed who would not oppose 
that oliarigo it it did not bring witti it 
a representative form of government, 
and other material benetiis to which the 
pi-oplo conceive themselves to bo enti- 
tled. In the whole history of this Col- 
ony thero has probably never been a 
more important av.d favorable oppor- 
tunity presented for the peoplo to avert 
ovil ai.d secure go d. There is every 
reason to believe that if thoy avail them- 
solves of this opportunity iu proper time 
and laauuer Confederation will prove ii 
great, boon ; hat it appears equally 
probable talit if the present opportunity 
be not improved that ineviiablo ehangu 
m»y come to us in a term which will 
render ii neither uccepiuble nor benefi- 
cial. Who shall move hist? Those who 
Lave taken an active pan in favour ul 
Confederation hitherto manifest a dispo- 
sition to Btuud ah ot now, and allow 
others to step forward and act. Nor is 
this to he woi dered at. Ja urging tho 
colonist- tu oi deavor to secure '.he test 
possible terms, under a change which 
was regarded us inevitable, these peo- 
ple ii.svo he n misrepresented, mid tiieir

Un tho 
C'her bund, thoso who have all along 
opposed Contederation, but who now, 
recognising its inevitability, realmu thd 
importance of securing the best possiblo 
torus, show a disposition to stand still 
and ilaco the onus ot action upon Cod- 
^ederjtionis'.s. For tho benefit of both 
parties we respectf ully, and without auy 
tlesiro to offend, submit tho following 
anecdote, iho application of which wo 
leave in the hm.ds ol the reader : A 
fishmonger, who wa9 known to bo an 
inveterate swearer, was ofieu teased by 
the boys as ho went from house to 
boose pursuing his lawful calling.
